This book of worship aims to interpret the religious thought and the 
religious feeling of the unfolding life in the adolescent years. It is based 
on the recognition of worship as an integral part of religious education, and 
upon the conviction that only the best in words and music is fitted to express 
the faith, the hope, the love, which are the essence of the religious life of 
every age. 

The editors believe that if young people are sympathetically led to an 
appreciation of the ageless hymns of the Church they will prize their heritage. 
They also believe that the seers of our own times have enriched that 
heritage. Therefore, this book is a small collection of hymns which young 
people ought to know, hymns which have voiced the religious experience and 
the spiritual ideals of other days and of our own day. The high points of 
Christian aspiration and struggle through eighteen centuries are represented 
in this little book. - From the twentieth century have come sixty-two of the 
hymns, one-fifth of the whole number. 

Two principles have determined the selection of the hymns; their worth 
as lyric poetry and their fitness to express the attitudes which are normal to 
the religion of young life. In some cases hymns have been edited by the 
exclusion of stanzas which are foreign to the religious experience of youth. 
For example, note hymn number 144. The book is rich in hymns, old and 
new, which voice the attitudes of praise, loyalty, purpose, fidelity, good will, 
and in hymns which interpret the deepening sense of the rule of God in 
the social order. 

As literary worth has been the standard of the hymns, musical worth 
has determined the selection of the tunes. Young people enjoy music char- 
acterized by an emotional appeal and by movement, color and richness. 
The music is as varied in character as the words. It ranges from the simplest 
melodies of the folk-song type to stately chorales and oratorio selections. 
The settings of some hymns are fixed by long association, but-where a choice 
has been possible, utmost care has been taken to set the hymns to tunes 
which are good music and which express the sentiment of the words. The 
melodic element has been the first test. Every tune is singable. 

Worship is an act of self expression. For the enrichment of worship 
two sections of this book furnish worship material which will encourage 
natural and expressive participation in worship by all. Nineteen topical 
services have been prepared, planned to occupy from twelve to twenty 
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minutes. In addition to these complete services, twenty-two pages of liturgic 
forms, including ascriptions, sentences, responses, readings and prayers, are 
given. No series of fixed forms can meet every need, and the interest wanes 
in undue repetition. To provide for flexibility and variety this material is 
included that leaders of worshij may find it possible to arrange worship 
programs for themselves. 

Full indexes of words, tunes and sources will be found in the front of 
the book. A unique and distinctive feature of this book is a chronological 
index of the hymns. Great events and movements in church history give 
the background of the hymns which have lived through the years, and a 
knowledge of that background will greatly aid in the appreciation of 
the hymns. 

The editors and publishers desire to express their thanks to those who 
have given permission to use copyright material. If there has been any 
infringement it has been due to inability to find the owners of copyrights. 
Acknowledgment will be made as soon as possible after notification. 

The grateful thanks of the editors are due to Mr. Carl F. Price for 
assistance in the editing of the music and in reading the proofs.
